Whether any definite arrangements 
tor co-operation were agreed upon by 
the French and Russian Governments 


during the Czar’s sojourn in Paris is 


unknown. It is scarcely probable that 
any additions were then made to the 
compact which already exists, for it 
would have been the reverse of good 
taste on such an occasion to attempt 
to secure from the guest of a nation 
eoncessions hitherto withheld. But there 
can be no doubt that the agreement 
or understanding, which was reached 
some time ago, has been immensely 
strengthened, for the Czar and Czar- 
ina are not likely ever to forget the 
unparalleled demoristrations of affec- 
tion with which they were welcomed 
in the French capital. It will be useless 
hereafter for those courtiers at St. 
Petersburg, who look askance on an al- 
liance with France, to pretend that a 
cordial friendship is impossible between 
an autocrat and a republic; for Nicho- 
las II..has witnessed convincing and 
touching -proofs that such friendship is 
@ fact. There is, of course, no reason 
in the nature of things why ties of mu- 
tual interest and reciprocal good will 
should not unite communities of diverse 
political institutions, as .was_ conclu- 


_eively shown in the close relations 


maintained for centuries by the Swiss 
Republicans with the absolute mon- 
archs of the French ancient regime. 


Nowhere else In Europe, not even on 
the part of his own subjects when he 
was crowned at Moscow, has the Czar 
been acclaimed with such enthusiastic 
ardor. Not only will the recollection 
of his reception at Paris be ineffaceable, 
but it will beget a longing to deserve 
fresh tokens of passionate regard at 
the hands of a high-strung and warm- 
hearted people. It is, indeed, worth 
living for to become the lodestar of a 
nation’s gratitude and hope. That 
such was the deep impression made up- 
on the mind of the young sovereign 
seems evident from certain expressions 
contained in two of his speeches, where 
'he shell of official reticence, which in 
3ermany remained intact, was broken, 
and the fire of his sympathies flashed 
forth. We refer, first, to his speech 
made at the Elysee Palace, where, evi- 
dently calling to mind the fact that his 


grandfather, Alexander Il., had eaved 
France from a second invasion, end 
that his father, Alexander III., had 
formed relations of close amity with 
President Carnot’s Government, the 
Czar said: “Faithful to imperishable 
tradition, I have come to France to 
greet you, Monsieur President, the 


chief of the nation to which we are 
united by such precious ties. As you 
have said, the union cannot but pro- 
duce by its constancy a most fortunate 
influence.” Again, on Friday, at Cha- 
lons, at the luncheon which followed 
the review of 70,000 soldiers, Nicholas 
II. gave a toast to the French officers 
proclaiming the unalterable friendship 
of the armies of Russia and France. 
It is incredible that the Czar’s ex- 
perience of French Republicans shoul 
fail to have auspicious and far-reaching 
results. He will never desert France 
now; and it may be that his future con- 


cepticn of the political institutions best 
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suited to Russia will be largely mould- 
ed by the new conviction that 
bette® to be loved than feared.

Every condition of modern society | 
presents a contrast and antithesis tothe | 
unseifish and altruistic conception of | 
the Socialists. Perhaps if we wanted | 
a proof that the wor'd is not yet ready 
for this perfect state, we might cite | 
as the strongest argument, the fact that | 
a'l the civilized countries of the world, 
England included, are struggling with | 
the problem of saving society from the 
danger of drunkenness. There are other |

THE FARM. 


A ROOT CELLAR. 

At every season of ingathering our 
appreciation of the value of a root 
house is revived, and we gratefully pro- 
nounce- it one of the most convenient 
and useful apartments on the farm. If 
the barn is not built with one there 
should always be an outside cellar for 
the winter storage of vegetables, and 
this is only one of the many uses to 
which it may be put. The dwelling 
house ought never to be permeated with 
the odors and other exhadations con- 
stantly arising fram such materials, 
Says & wTiter, as it must be when they 
are stored beneath it in large quanti- 
ties, In faying out the ground for 
this building it is well not to restrict 
its capacity to present needs only, but 
to allow ample space for future possi- 
bilities of production. The location 
Should be convenient to the barn; if 
used for family purposes it abould be 
not too far from the house. A north- 
entrance, though not essential in win- 
ter, admits less of the sun’s heat in sum- 
mer, 

Three years ago I constructed one 
12x15 feet and seven feet deep, Cedar 
Posts set three feet apart and sunk & 
foot and a haif give support to the 
superstructure. It is boarded up with 
bemlock lumber Green cherry 
fori ibe cruss pieces and the main up- 
rights that support the roof. A double 
roof of bemlock boards is overlaid with 
straw and dirt. ‘This part I have just 
been repairing and intend to finish it 
with a layer of sod, which, when well 
settled, will embody the elemenis of 
protection, beauty and durability. An 
opening at each gavie turnished with 
a sliding pane of glass in a frame, 
supplies bvoih light and ventilation. 
There isa roomy loft for packing away 
numberless articles, It is also just the 
piace for squash and pumpkin storage. 
There are shelves for canned fruit, a 
corner for barrels, another for a mush- 
room bed, besides spacious bins for the

various vegetables. One of my neigh-| 


bors called while I was building it and 
said to me: “This will last you about 
one year, then it will cave in.’’ But 
contrary to his adverse predictions it 
stood two years iniaci, when one day 
I entered it to find one of the posts 
shoved in at the bottom, 4 cross piece 
broken and general demolition threat- 
ened. ‘ihe cause or causes were at 
once apparent. ‘The green poles had 
proved insufficient and the pressure of 
earth on the sides too great. To rem- 
edy the disaster the dirt was thrown 
out from ail around the outer side and 
the interior timbers replaced, or longer 
ones supplied and sunk a little deeper. 
Then 1 went to the woods and cut 
fine brush to place in around next to 
the boards, wilh the diri and brush 
well packed and stamped down, then 
all thrown t and the roof covered 
as before. Thus the pressure was re- 
lieved without lessening the warmth of 
the interior. It is now seemingly as 
solid and the parts as well preserved 
as when first built. This is built in a 
light, sandy soil and requires no drain- 
age. In hard clay soils the board lin- 
ing is unnecessary, as the waill would 
not be liable to cave in. I have seen 
them in such soil where the sides and 
bottom were as smooth and hard as if 
cemented. In one of these the ventil- 
ation was effected by tubes of narrow 
boards extending down from the roof 
to near the ground. A shaded situa- 
tion gives increased protection from the 
suminer sun. I recall one such = de-

ABOUT FEATHERS, 

Farmers who posses8 Waicrways in the 
form of small lakes, creeks, ponds and 
branches, often neglect the opportunity 
that they have to increase the income of 
their farms by siucking up to some ex- 
tent with ducks and geese. 

The raising of feathers is too general- 
ly overlooked, where such natural ad- 
vantages exist. 

When the country was first explored 
and settled up the water courses were 
found stocked with wiid water fowl, 
especially in the fail and winter. They 
have disippeared before the advance of 
civilization. We still have the water 
resources and have domestic ducks and 
geese, and yet, the very men and the 
sons of the men who tormerly would 
spend a whale day hunting wild ducks 
and geese, and enjoyed one when kill- 
ed and baked, now pass the Jakes and 


creeks without a thought ef their form-! 


er inhabitants, 

The feathers from the wild fowl when 
capvured were-carefully saved, and eith- 
er made into nice beds and pillows, or 
sold at a good price. 

The market for feathers 1s stifl active, 
and the price is good, and there is no 
earthly reason why there should net 
be ten tame ducks and geese raised to- 
day where one wild one was found 
iwenty years ago, 

There is the Pekin duck,a fine large 
purely white duck with yellow legs and 
teak, a really beautiful specimen of the 
water fowl, and one that yieldsa great 
lot of its soft and pretty feathers at 
each picking. These ducks should be 


j raised wherever there is a source of 


water. They can also be raised where 
there is no large stream or lake, as 
they thrive neariy as well without it. 

There is money in Pekin ducks. They 
are prolific layers, hardy and = rapid 
grower®rs, 

Taere are several other varieties of 
damestic ducks, such as the Rouen, 
Avlesbury (the great English duck), and 
the Cayuga—the latter very much like 
the wild mallard species. 

In tame geese we have several varie- 
ties, the | Embden, 
China and the common old grey goose, 

an abundance of 
feathers, and all large and hardy. 

It is just as easy to grow feathers in 
and about our waterways as to grow 
weeds and reeds. and in these hard times 
we should advise the farmers to pay 
more attention to waterfowl and there-

ed for the flock, however amall it may 
be. 


The writer says: Sheep should be 
kept strictly by themselves and witb- 
out mixing up with any other stock. 
This is indispensable for safety and 
success. There should be separate pas- 
tures, a separate yard with a pen or 
shed to it, and supplied with pure w:- 
ter. The yard must be dry and sv 
well drained naturally or artificioally 
that it will never be muddy. 

The pen ar shed should be so made 


rain or snow, that is, it should have 
the front all doors, the upper part hang- 
ing so that they may be raised and 
supported by hooks, to! be let down or 
opened as may be necessary. The first 
however, will be very rarely. The low- 
er doors are made to open inwards or 
outwards, as the lay of the ground 
makes desirable, but it is better to have 
them open to the outside. 

The doors should alternate with equal 
Paris of the front, so that when they 
are opened the front may be half open 
and half clased. It will be very rare- 
ly that the lower doors will need to be 
closed, as there wiil be sufficient pro- 
tection afforded by the upper ones, an 
it is not well even in the worst weath- 
er to keep ery aut shut up 

There should feed racks around 
the end and sides of the pen to give 
ample room for feeding. These are 
best made with the fronts sloping 4& 
little back to prevent the sheep getting 
hay seeds in the fleece, and the bars 
in front should be not wide enough for 
the sheep to get their heads through, 
80 that the wool will be worn off their 
necks, and so small that they cannot 
| get caught between them and passibly 
| Strangled. A sloping back keeps the 
fodder to the front always. 


FATTENING THE CHICKS. 


When chicks for market are to be 
made fat, they should. be at least eight 
weeks old, as too much forcing of 
young chicks many cause leg weakness 
or indigestion. fattening should be 
done in a week or ten days, and the 
chicks should be shipped to market just 
as soon as they are ready. It is not 
necessary to feed oftener than three 
times a day, and all food not consum- 
ed at each mea] should be removed af- 
ter they have eaten. Early in the 
| Morning give them a light mess of fine- 
| ly chopped grass, onion-tops, lettuce, or 
| any green food, sprinkled with  corn- 
i}meal. After they have eaten it, give 
\them as much wheat and cracked corn 
| as they will eat. At noon give a stiff 
‘dough composed of a pound each of 
| corn-meal and ground oats, half a pound 

of crude tallow and four ounces of lin- 
| seed-meal. At night! give wheat and 
leracked corn, Between meals scatter 
{a gill of millet-seed for a hundred 
{chicks and let them seek the seeds, 
| which will keep them thrifty. Keep 
| fresh water, charcoal and grit always 
before them .

| they were pitiless and cunning; as in-

Mrs. Caswell gives a touching illustra-

{in many instances survived the ignoble 
influences of border civilization. 

After much personal work and 
months of prayer and patience, a group 
of young Indians, who had been es- 
pecially uproarious and wild, came into 
the church and signed the pledge to 
g.ve up tobacco and fire-water.

AN EASTERN MAN'S VIEW 


ROSSLAND THE GREATEST MININC 
CAMP IN THE WORLD. 


Thousands of Prespectors Working in thc 
District -Wild Cat Schemes May Easity 
be Aveided—Clamering fer the Ceon- 
struction ef the Crew's Nest Pass ERaii- 
way. 

Mr. J. F. McCrae, of Montreal, ha: 
just returned from a visit to Rossland 
B.C., where he spent five weeks in = 
careful examination of all the princi- 
pal mining properties in the district. 
The object of his trip was to inspeci 
the mines and if they recommended 
themselves to his judgment to make 
investments for a number of capital- 
ists in Montreal. He has returned more 
than aatisfied that the mineral re- 
sources of that great western region 
have not been over valued, and that 
the wealth latent in the soil will as- 
suredly place Canada in the front rank 
of gold producing countries. 

In reply to a few leading questions 
Mr: McCrae said that he considered 
Rossland the greatest mining camp in 
the world—not, indeed, in point of pop- 
ulation, but from tbe number and the 
richness of its properties. So assured 
was its position already that the great 
mumber of schemes which were being 
devised by irresponsible persons to de- 
lude the public could not injure even 
its immediate future. He had been 
forced to this view of the matter after 
a thorough examination of allthe im- 
portant mines now being developed, 
and his opinion had _ received the 
strongest kind of confirmation in the 
expressed opinions as well as the prac- 
tical action of such widely known men 


|as Mr. Durant and Mr. Callahan, the 


latter of whom has had a vast exper- 
ience as a mining expert in South Afri- 
ca and the United States, and who, on 
his first visit to Rossland, condemned 
the camp, but who now regards it as 
unequalled in the world. “The camp 
is all right,” said Mr. McCrae with 
emphasis. “There are any number of 
good opportunities there for intelligent 
and energetic men, and it is to be hop- 
ed that the peopie of Canada will be- 
come alive to this fact at once and not 
allow all this natural wealth of their 
own country to be absorbed by peaple 
from other lands.” 

RAILWAY FACILITIES WANTED. 

The residents of that whole country, 
Mr. McCrae said, were clamoring for 
the immediate construction oi the 
Crow’s Nest Pass Railway. This road 
was recognized as vilaily mecessary 
to the progress, not only of frail, but 
also of the entire region adjacent, The 
Immediate future oi the Boundary 
country, which was being rapidly pros- 
pected and trom which sampies oi ex- 
ceedingly rich ore were teing con- 
stantly brought for assay, was aiso 
largely dependent on its construction. 
For the want of such achanne! of 
communication with other parts ofthe 
Dominion, too, the people in the whole 
mining region were paying an immense 
tribute to the United States for their| 
daily maintenance. The great bulk of 
provisions of every kind came in by 


| way of Spokane and the prices were 


greatly in excess of what they should 
be. With the road built through Crow’s 
Nest Pass much of what now comes 
from the States would be sent from 
our own country. When he had been 
at Edmonton he had found hay selling, 
there at $12 per ton, and shortly before 
in Rossland it had been as high as $40 
per ton. There was_ considerable 
grumbling in the Trail country over 
the rates on the C.P.R., which were 
regarded as altogether too high. He 
thought that our own great transcon-| 
tinental road should awaken more ene 
oughly to the importance of that min- 
eral country and not allow passenger | 
as well as freight traffic which it} 
should carry to be taken by American 
lines. 

Speaking of the camp itself Mr. Mc- 
Crae said that there were now about 
a dozen mines shipping, but only tw8 
or three extensively so.

10 FORCE THE STRAITS 


A DESCRIPTION OF THE DARDAN- 
ELLES’ DEFENCES, 


Formidable Array of Ferts That Would 
Annthilate any Fleet Found in Their 
Midst—The Fleet Which Tries te Reach 
Constantineple Will Know They Have 
Been in a Battle. 

The London Daily Graphic has this 
to say about forcing the Dardanelles: 
—At the present moment a great and 
immediate interest attaches to the de- 
fences of the Dardanelles, and to the 
questions of the probability that the 
straits could be forced, or that the 
forcing of them wou!d imply an effec- 
tive occupation of the Sea of Marmora 
beyond. : 

A statement from Mr. T. G. Bow'ess, 
M.P., is not without interest :—‘‘As 
suming,” he says, “that the British fleet 
force, the Dardanelles, now heavily arm- 
ed—this it could certainly do, though 
it might lose an ironclad or two in the 
operation—the fleet would then be in 
the Sea of Marmora and in a trap. In 
@ month it would have no coal left; in 
two months (if engaged in active oper- 
ations), no ammunition; in three months 
no food, and in four months not aclean 
bottom in the fleet. With the Darda- 
nelies between it and its supplies, none 
could reach it, for 'colliers and trans- 
ports could certainly not force the 
straits .Nosane admiral in short, would 
venture into the Sea of Marmora un- 
less he could either count upon the 
friendship of Turkey or else could keep 
command of the Dardanelles.” But 
that means a land force. 


DEFENDED BY NATURE. 


Few places, indeed lend themselves so 
readily to the purposes of defence as the 
narrow straits that separate the Sea of 
Marmora from the Aegean. On either

A |eyes are the twin forts of Sedd-ul-Bahr 


and Kum Kaleh, on the European and 
Asian coasts respectively, guarding the 
entrance of the passage, which is some 
five miles broad. The old forts at these 
points are stone buildings, very much 
out of date now, and containing some 
ten or twelve Paixhan guns. New 
batteries have been erected near the ald 
ones and mount ten Krupp guns on the 
Asian and four Krupps of twenty-eight 
centimetres on the Eurogean shore. 
GOING UP THE CHANNEL. 

As we continue our way the channeb 
widens considerably before narrowing to 
its least width opposite the town of 
Chanak Kalessi, otherwise known as 
Dardanelles, from which the strait takes 
its name. 

Here lie the chief works of defence 
{on either coast, which, by their mutua} 
defence, if properly manned, will rend- 
er a successful passage almost impos- 
sible.
